The idea 
presumably was to place the native work- 
man here on the same ‘footing as the 
artisan in England, on the assumption 
that his moral conception of the relations 
between capital and labour was equal. If 
those responsible for the Ordinance had 
elected to consuli. the leading emplcyers of 
native labour, a course perhaps questionable 
but ,offten advisable in Hongkong, they 
) ‘would have hesitated before affording 


the {present facilitics to the native 
employee to evade his 1esponsibilities and 
to inflict loss on his employer. Such 
is -unknown in Chinese law, for in the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai evere penalties 
and floggings areinflicted for such breaches 
of contract, where loss hasbeen proved.

MONUMENT TO DECEASED 
SOLDIERS. 


—— —<—— ——— 
His Excellency Major-Gereral Garcoigne 
on the 24th inst. unveiled 1 monument in 


-the Happy Valley Cemetery which has been 


brebted to Heceased soldiers of the Garrisor, 
bhd whith stands on a plot of pround reserved 
for the graves of those soldiers pho have died in 
Hongkong. His Excellency was accompanied 
by Lady Gascoigne, and the interesting cere- 
mony, was watched by about a score of officers 
and an ‘equal nomber cf men, the civilian- 
element, which ‘nclnded the Hon, F. H. May, 
C.M.G. (Colonial Eecretary), and the Hon, W. 
Chatham, Director of Public Works, being 
in the majority. The assembly, however, was 
not large, anu probably did not number a couple 
of hundred. The band of the Royal We!sh 
Fusiliers was pretent under Bandmaster Moir, 
and onthe arrival of His Excellency played 
the voluntary, “‘ Comfort O Lord " (Crotch). 


The Rev. B. H. Good, H.MS, Tamar, the | 


officiating clergyman, gave out Hymn 225, 
‘‘ Brief life is here our portiou,” and when this 
had been sung and a part of the burial 
service read, Aas 

His EXceLuency faid—Soldiers of the 
Garrison, of all the things in which I have 
been identified at Hongkong, I think this 
soldiers’ cemétery is the one that gives me most 
pleasure to feel that I am associated with,. and 
in saying this, pray bélieve that I do not 
forget that I have had but a very small part 
indeed to do with it. It is the soldiers’ 
work, the soldiers of (he Garrison. The officers 
have helped, as the offcers always will do in 
anything that meets the wishes of the men, but 
it was the soldiers entirely who carried out 
the thing. Perhaps it may interest some 
of those who have lately come to the 
Garrison {o know something of the facts of the 
case connected with the soldiers’ cemetery and 
the memorial I propose to unveil to-day. It 
was very shortly after I came to Hongkong 
that I found that the soldiers of the Garrison 
who were buried in this cemetery were buried 


in any part of it—any part that happened | 


to be convenient, and not together. Well, 


_ I think we scldiers are all alike in one respect, 


and I think perhaps that the public generally 
does not quite realise what that is. Wo soldiers 
give up.our lives to our profession, not certainly 
for the sake of money; we are paid to enable 
us to live, but it is certainly not for money that 
we give our services in the first place; it is for 
the honour and glory uf serving our King and 
our country. We have to take that service in 
any part of the globe; we may be sent to a 
good station and a healthy climate, or to a 


- bad station and an unhealthy climate. It 


is all in the day's work, and we soldiers, all 
of us, from the seniors to the juniors, like to 
feel that when that day's work is over, done to 
the best of our ability, whether it is a short day 
or a long day—welike to think, to feel, {hat we 
are not buried in a nameless grave, but that we 
remain green in the hearts of our comrades, 
that there is some ‘kind of image of which 
perhaps a photograph could be: taken 
and sent to our loved ones at home. So I 
thought it would be a very nice thing 
indeed if we could get a little cemetery reserved 


rison, and I assembled the soldiers together in 
their different units, by representatives. and 
I put the matter to them whether they liked 
the idea, and they one and all egreed to if. 
Well, just at that point the Legation troubles 
broke out at Peking, and both I and 
my staff were up to our eyes in work, and I con- 
fesa the matter escaped my memory. Months 
went by, and then—I think it was Colonel 
Bertie, commanding the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, 
came to me and delivered a message from the 
men of his regiment. They said that although 
the General might have forgotten his promise, 
they had not forgotten it, and they begged that 
it might be fulfilled.- They were already rais- 
‘ing subscriptions, and they were particular! 
anxious that the matter should go forward. 
felt then that there were no grounds for hesitat- 
ing any longer, and I went to the Colonial 
‘Office and to Mr. Chatham, the Director of 
Public Works; whom 1 am glad to see here to- 
day to show the interest he has taken in this 
matter, and J should like to take this public op- 
portunity of saying to you that Mr, Chatham 


« 
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at once agreed that a cemetery should be 
reserved for the soldiers of the Garrison of 
Hongkong. To some of.ycu it may seem that 
the little plot of. groncd of which we stand is 
rather small, but when yon come to see this 
great cemetery nearly full, and remember that 
every inch of ground in it had to te cut.away 
from the side of tbe bill, I;think you will all 
agree that even if the plot is emall yet it was 
gecerous on Mr. Chatham's part to order that 
it should be reserved for us, the soldiers of the 
Garrisen. Well then, the soldiers came 
forward again, and they arranged among them- 
relves to give monthly subscriptions—purely 
volunfary—in order that every poor fellow 
who died here in Hongkong showld have 
a fitting memorial raised to him. The 
soldiers then were anxious to give me a 
larger, sum of money than I felt was 
wanted, yet the matter has gone on now, 
and funds have been paid in steadily month 
by month till -finally we had a sufficient 
sum of mecney to enable as put up a larger mem- 
orial, which would, as it were, mark the 
cemetery for all time, so long as it exists, 
as something reserved for uz, the soldiers of 
the Garrison of Hongkong. Well, we went 
ahead with the matter, and we got as hand- 
some a memorial as it was possible to get, but 
when we came to lock over the accounts 
we found we had rather overstepped our bounds, 
upon which another institution that I am proud 
to say I am associated with, the Soldiers’ Club, 
came forward and gave us a sum cf $300 
out of their own funds, to put us cn our legs 
again. Now, ladies ard gentlemen and soldiers 
of the Garrison, you will not le surprised 
to hear me say thxt I am proud of being as- 
sociated with these two things, tLe Soldiers’ 
Club, which contriluted to this memorial, and 
our soldiers’ giave, +s we might call it, when 
you know that thoro two institutions have been 
carried out by the soldiers themselves without 
any outside help whatevr. 1 know well, from 
the feeling I have Lad shcwuto me in Hongkong, 
and from the fecling there is for the soldiers, 
that if I had gone ont into the streels to ask 
for any sum of money I shcu'd have got it, bat 
these things corcerned ourselves. and I thought 
it was well to keep them entirely in our own 
hands, and I sm very glad to think that 
these two institutions have been carried out 
entirely and completely by the soldiers, and 
the soldiers only. Well now, we propose 
shortly just to unveil this monument, which 
marks, as I say. for all time that here we have 
a little resting-place for every poor fellow who 
died here in Hongkong, so that they might 
feel they were not forgotten by their comrudes 
nor by their country, snd, es I say, l-am more 
proud to be asscciated with this movement 
than [think Iam with anything during my stay 
in Hongkong. I would very much like now if

THE TYPHOON. 
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At 5.30 a.m. on the 18th inst. the black cone 
was hoisted at the Tsimtshatsai Police Station, 
on the Tamar and on the Kowloon Wharf and 
Godown Co.'s flagstaff and the typhoon gun was 
fired. The Chinese craft and launches at once 
made for the shelter of Causeway Bay anil 
Yaumati, and during the day the Harbour was 
clear except for the big steamships. At 1280 
p.m. the following warning was issued :—" Thb 
typhoon to the southwards appears to be moving 
northward and likely to approach the neighbour- 
hood of Hongkong. It may pass to the east. 
ward of the Colony, in which case the gale will 
be from north and west.’ The black cone was 
taken down and the black drum hoisted at: 
2.20 p.m. 

Only a week ago the Colony was in hourly 
danger of being visited by that peril of the 
China seas, a typhoon, and when it veered off 
and the sampans and junks came creeping out 
of their shelter places in the harbour even then 
it was recognised that the respite might be of 
very short doration, for we are now in the 
typhoon season and -liable to be visited by one 
at very short notite. That these fears were well 
founded has been proved by the oxperience of 
the past two days, for the black cone, after dis- 
placing the red on the various signal points, was 
itself succeeded yesterday afternoon by the black 
drum. Before that, however, the Chinése 
population on the waters of the Colony had 
agein anticipated the nearer appreach of the 
typhoon and sought shelfer bBebind the 
Causeway Buy breakwater and at. other places 
where rafety was assured. Old hands on the 
China coast say that, there can be no typhoon 
during a time of heavy rain, bat, be that 
ag it may, :ome of them were apparently 
disincl.ued to put their ‘belief to the test, for 
yesterduy quite half-a-dozen outward-bonnd 
coasting sleamers were lying at East Point 
wait rg for moderaticn in the weather. The 
harbour was very rough, and made the crossing 
of the Ferry lsunckes rather difficult; as a 
matter of fact. passengers at the tiffin hcur were 
warned that there was a likelihcod of the run 
being inferiupted. Two sa or were wrecked 
off Blue Euildings; but it ix Leliered that’ the 
accidents were tinpaccompanied by loss of life. 

FRI RY LAUNCHES 8T( PPFD, 

Alout three o'clock the harbour .became so 
rougl as {o make crossing with sufety proble- 
matical. The Morning Star was the last one 
to leave Hongkong, which she did ‘shortly after 
th:ee with a fair com;lement of Eurapean 
passengers on board. As she pushed her way 
through the water an occasicnal wave would 
leap up and wash the upper deck, sofnetimes even 
reaching the funnel: However. she reached the 
other side in safety, but no other of the fleet 
risked the trip. This cessation of the rnnning 
wis made known to Kowloonites only on their

| ferry and asthe afternoon wore on a melancho- 
ly crowd of ticket-helders collected under the 
j verandah of Queen's Bou'ldings and gazed 
mourn ully across the tumbling waters in 
the direction of .home and dinner and dry 
clothes. But the lannches were safe and snug 
in dock, and the waiting pessengers had to 
turn away disconsolate. 

The harbour prerenteda very bleak appear- 
ance indeed, the relting rain driving along 
in a strceky cloud over the swirling, foam- 
topped waters. The few ships lying at their 
Luoys looked phantom like in the mist as they 
rolled and dipped in the choppy seas. One of . 
them, the Arrize, left her mcorings about five 
oc ock and procecded to the shelter of K ‘wloon 
Bay. ; 

On shore tLe strong, gusty wind blew down 
buine)ous barricadings, and foot passengers 
stood in vo small danger from fslling signboards 
Heavy rains fell during the night, flooding the 
streets in many yarts. ; 

LO8S OF LIFE AXD HEAVY DAMAGE, 

As wes only to be expected, the storm which 
visited the Colony cn the 18th inst. did not pass 
‘without leaving evidence of its violence in lives 
lost and property destroyed. As in the 
memorable typbecn of 10th November, 1900, 
Yaumati district suffered most reverely, for 
the gale blew straight towards it ard converted 
into. a veritable deathtrap the . crowded 
little bay into which junks and sampens 
-had retreated earlier for shelter. Crushirg 
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and . grinding together, tossed hither and 
thither. like corks by the buffefing waters, 
-many of this mosquito fleet became wrecks, and 
-falthongh yeoman service in the work of rescue 
“Was repdured by the police along the Praya, it 
:ia feared that several lives must have been lost 
Under Inspectors Gauld and Riley, police from 
.Yaumati and ‘J simebatsui, carrying boathooks. 

_ life-Lines, and life-buoys, were stationed at short 
intervals right along the Praya, and succeeded 

. in bringing ashore many of the unfortunate 
victims. By., way of showing clearly the 
atreng-h of the gale and the irresistible force of 
the waves, it may be stated that the river 
steamer Hing On, which was anchored in Yan- 
mati bay, was driven ashore just off the pumping 
station, this despite ihe fact thatshe hud steam 
up and did her utmost to ride out the storm. 
She at present lies with ber stern submerged. 
When a steamer was unable to face it, lit{le 

. wonder that the native craft suffered so severely. 

Yaumati, too, furnishes the only serious 
acciderit happening on land—the collapse of two 
houses, with the loss of ten lives. These houseg 
were situated at 30 and 32, Kowloon City Road, 
and happily only one, No. 32, was occupied, else 
the casualties might conceivably have been 
much heavier. The first floor of No, 32 was 
used asa lodging-house for coolies and the second 
asa family house. Fifteen people, all Chinese, 
were known to be ins‘de when tho building fel), 
and of these five were rescned practically 
unharmed by Jnapector Gauld and his men, who 

“were quickly on the spot. The bodies of 
the other (en, some of them terribly mangld, |: 
were urrarthed as the day advanced, the last 
four in the affernoon. All were removed ty 
the mortuary. 

A landslip cccurred at Shaukiwan West part 
of a hillside giving way and blocking the 
roadway. No lives were lost. 

Two nnoccupied houses collapsed at Tylar, 
also without injury toany ore, . | 

No. 2 Police Station, Wanchai, reports that in 
the district patrolled by the officers attached to 
it a great many young trees planied some time 
ago by the Afforestation Department have been 
washed down upon Leighton Hill Road. A 
considerable portion of the sand composing the 

_ hill there had also given way and caused an 
olstruction on the roadway. 

‘the ruins cf Sharp's godowns, Nos. 540 and 
542. Des Vooux Road West, which were destroy- 
ed by fire last year, were blown right across the 
roadway, and are now obstructing traffic. 

At Chungchow a house collapsed at the 

‘height of the storm and one Chinaman was 
killed by a beain falling upon bim. 

At Mongkok a water-boat was sunk and one 
of the crew drowned, 

Beyond the destruction of a numler of 
telephone wires, the flooding of streets, and the 
uprooting of an occasional trie, the damage in 

.the central. part of Victoria appears to be 
slight. .The telephone wires which suffered 
were those in Robinson Read and Des Voux 
Road. The matsled at the Star Ferry Wharf 
was blown down and overhung the guiding pile:, 
blocking the entrance of the launches to the 
pier and rendering necessary the temporary uee 
of fhe oppon side for the embarking and 
disembarking of passengers. The obstrr-ction 
wes Cleared by nine o'clock, and workmen ‘are 
now er:cting another matshed. The gas lamp 
at the pier was also carried away. A scaffold- }- 
ing in Hollywood Road and Lyndhurst Terrace 
wes blown down and killed a Chinese watch- 
man. In Seymour Road a retaining wall and 
a gas lamp came to grief. A mulberry tree in 
the componnd of the Central Police Station, 

which apparently makes a point of coming 
down at every (yphoon, fell, and is now awaiting 
replanting.) Uprooted trees are common- in 

"many parts of Victoria and Kowloon, as also. 
are damaged buildings in course of erection, and 

‘scaffoldings. ;

“SUPREME COURT. ,

In the Supreme Court on the 18th inst. 
the Attorney-General, Sir Henry Spencer 
Berkeley, K.B., applied for the. admission to 
the Supreme Court of the Colony, as a barrister, 
of Mr. Huch Norman Ferrers. From enquiries 
which he had made as leader of the Bar here, 
the Attorney-General suid he found that Mr. 
Ferrers had been admitted to practice before 
the Supreme Court of the Straits Settl-ments’ 
Asa fact, however, the applicant had not with 
lim the certificate which tho statute of 1 dmis- 
sion to the Bar required to be produced, but 
perbaps his Lordship might see his way, with 
the powers he possessed,:to dispense with the 
production of the document at that time and 


admit Mr. Ferrers. 


His Lordsbip said he had read the affidavits 
which were signed in support of the application, 
By Section! of the Barristersand Attorneys Act. 
No. 3 of 1871, he saw that it was the ordinary 
course for a person applying to be admitted to 
the Bar here to desposit with the Registrar his 
cer ificate of vall to the Bar; an affidavit of 
identity was also to befurnished. But there 
was the proviso always that the Chief Jnatice 
might on special grounds and on such conditions 


‘as he might think proper exempt fora special 


period any such persons from complying with 
the formalities prescribed by the section in 
In the present case the learned 
Attorney-General was satisfied as to the 
identity and bona-fides of the applicant, and if 
it were possible jor Mr. Fefrers to send 
and get his certificate his Lordship would 
avaii himself of the last clause of the proviso 
and admit the applicant ‘to practice here for a 
spec fied period of four months, in order that he 
night in tho meantime get his certificate. If 
he theu got his certificate of id-aotity he could 
go into permauent practice. ; 

Mr. Ferrers then took his seat at the 
barristors’ table, and wes addressed by his Leord- 
ship, who said that he approved his admission to 
the Bar of the Supreme Court of the Colony,

The -report summarises maby of the 
recommendations made by the Sanite:y Boerd 
during the past eight years. 

We are agreed that the present ins nita ry 
condition of Hongkung is due to surface 
crowding, sanitary defects in the design of 
dwelling houses, and by overcrowding of the 
inhabitants in these houses, and are cf 0} inion, 
after a careful consideration of the report, that 
the measures recommended are well calculated 
to improve the insanitary areas in Hongkong. 

Our remarks therefore are mainly confined 
to the best method of carrying out the reccm- 
mendations coniained in the report. 

In paragraph 31 of the Bill, provision is made 
in the constitution of the Sanitary Board for a 


Sanitary Commiesioner, and we are of opinion | 


by a majority that such an officer chould be 
appointed, but doubt very much whether, if he 
is to fulfil the duties Jaid down in ibe report, he 
should necersarily be a medical men. 

Professor Simpson states in paragraph 29 of 
his second memorandum that the. Medical 
Officer of Health should be the director and 
executive bead of the staffengaged in ccnnection 
with — (a) plague work, (l) ordinary sanitary 
routine work, 

The duties of the Sanitary Ccmmissiorer 
would therefore be the carrying out of the larger 

. sanitary questions, detailed in paragraph 31 cf 
‘. Professor Simpson’ssecond memorandum, viz :-— 
. (1) The distribution of the water supply end 
its purity as apart from (he constructive work. 
(2) The maintenance of the tewerage and its 
flushing arrangt ments. . 
(3) The laying ont of streets, public and pri-

_ (6) The-reservation of open spaces. 
, (2) The construction of healthy houses.

The abolition of cubicles without win- 
dows, and the question of insanitary property. .

These duties, which include the approval of 
all plans, are more those of a civil engineer than 
a medical man. ; 

We are agreed that the Medical Officer of 
the Board should not have a seat on the Board. 

.We suggest that Sections 45 

should be amerded by substitutirg “the 
Board” for “the Sanitary Commissioner,’ as 
we are of opinion that questions deeling with 
the rights. of ownership should be considered by 
the Board. This principle is maintaincd in Ne. 
3 of the byelaws governing the prevention or

It is therefore iu accordarce with 
byelaw that pe:mnnent closing of basements 
should be carried out by the Beard.

‘officer to make visits in any district in which 


he may deem such visitaticns to be necessary. 

It would le necessary under tLe proposed 
arrangement to informs the police of the fact 
that certain districts have keen. defined, to 
secure their co-operstion, and therefore little 
time would be saved by the Sanitary Commis- 
tioner defining the districts aud d:recting the 
( ficers instead of the Board. 

Moreover, li fore such measures are adopted, 
the whole Borrd, especially the Chinese mem. 
bers, should: have on opportunity of expressing 
their views, and they should ke published before 
they are enforced. 

The proviso xo Ecclion 48 shonld be rm- 
ended by the additicn cf the words “other than 
servunts’ quarters” after the word “ buildivg,” 
as the requirenenis of 50 square feet and 600 
eubic fret for each adult would le sufficient in 
such buildings. With refernce to Sections 109 
and 323, the prohibition of lath #nd plaster 
walls and ceilings has already been recom- 
minded by the Board, end we are of opiniva 
kat they should not be allowed in future out- 
sido the European rere:vaticn area unless 


with the approval of the Beard (or Buildirg 
Authority), 
With reference to €ccticn 146, we are 


strongly of opinion that at least half of windew 
ayea required shicnld be made to open. 

Plate VIITin the r: port ilustrates the neces- 
sity for limiting the depth of adwellirg house, 
and it is to be hoped that dwellings having a 
depth of 90 fect withcut lateral windows will 
not be allowed to be erected in future. 

In this con ection we note with regret that 
the report does not contain a plan of an ijin- 
proved type of dcmestie building, althorgh it 
shows clearly that the present desigus are 
defective in almost every particular. 

The Board has :lready expressed its opinion 
that the best type of Chinese house yet sub- 
mitted is that designcd by the Hon. W. 
Chatham, Director o: Public Works. 


Paragraph 23 of the report states that this 
plan solves the cubicle question, tut we are at a 
loss {o understand how it solves this question of 
external air contained in the last portion of 
Section 149, o8 the open space into which the 
windows from the cubicles lead does not, 
except in the casa of corner hcuses, extend 
“the whole length of the wall in which such 
windows have been made,” ard therefrre the 
cubicle windows do not lead into external air 
us defined by the aforesaid Section. 


Before quitting this quesfion uf external air, 
we deem it advieable to draw attention to 
paragraph 18 of the resort, which edvises 
limitation of cubicles in comner houses to those 
which have lateral windows orening into side 
streets of not less than twenty feet in width. 
The width of street hitherto requiscd by the 
Board when granting exemp{ion to corner 
houses from the jrovision of backyards has 
been 15 feet. 

The wording of Sub-section 4, Section 149, 
is somewhat vague. It may be intended to

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mean that two cubicles are allowed without: 


windows, but it may also be taken to read that 
if more than {wo cubicles are erected, atl the 


cubicles must be provided with windows. We | 


agree by a majority to the amount cf open 
8} ace required: by Sections 1,5 and 177, ard to

We agree in advocating all ihe other new 
provisions in the Bill which have not been 
specially referred to above. .

Sir,—Hasing carefully considered the-report 
by Mr. Chadwick and Professor Simpson’.en 
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would cnly partially improve the sanitary 
condition of this Colony in'the in mediate fatore. 

I find that, after reviewing our ineanitary 
condition due to overcrowding and sanitary 
defects in the design of dwelling-honses, the 
experts recommend the resumption of a \e 
limited number of these dwellings, whilst most 
éf the slums situa(ed in narrow lanes and streets 
are left to be dealt with by measures as circam- 
stances will perm't; with this end in their view, 
Secticns 147, 149, 175, 177, and 185 have been 
introduced in the Bill annexed to their report. 

I submit that these measures are not only 
drastic and arbitrary, but they are contrary 
to the principle of Britizh justiceand fair lay, 
and ee eUirery to the object of the petition 
presented by the ratezayers {o the Secret 
of State for the Colonics. oe ; 

The object of the petition, I take it, is the 
desire {o have this Colony put into ga 
proper sanitary condition once for all, and 
freed from the cnnual recurrence of plague and 
other epidemic diseases. 

The experts appear to‘te only dealing with 
a portion of the insfnitary. dwelling-honseg 
leaving a lsrge number of such buildings, com. 
monly called slums, to be dealt with-in the 
future as.circumstancey will permit. 

They have incorporated in the Bill only one 
part of the Heusii g of the Working Class Act, 
1690, leaving «ther equally important pro- 
Sisions contained in the other parts untouched. 

I venture to say that thé introduction of 
Sub-section B ef Section 39 of the English 
Act would be fair and beneficial in many

cases, end that ifs omission wonld work 
hardship on the helders of small lots. 
This Sub-sction reads:— “When it ap- 


pears to the local authority that the closeness, 
narrowness, ard bad arrangement or bad cx fdi- 
tion of any buildings, or the want of light, sir, 
ventilation, or proper conveniercesz, or any other 
sanitary defect in any buildings, is dangerous 
or prejudicial to the health of the inhabitants 
either of the said buildi: gs or of the neighbour- 
ing buildings, and that the demolition or the 
reconstruction and rearrangement of the said 
buildings or of scme of them is necessary to 
remedy the said evils. and that the area com- 
prising those luildings and the yards, ont- 
houses, and appurtenances thereof, and the sito 
thereof, is 100 rmall to be dealt with as an 
unhealthy area under Part I of this Act, {he 
local authority shall pass a resolution to the 
above effect and direct a scheme to be prepared 
for the improvement of the said area.” | 

Sub-section 4: f (he same Section empowers 
the local authority to purchase by agreement 
the area comprised ir the scheme, ard Section 
41 deals with the question of compensation by 
arbitration, rnd £0 on. 

With reference {o the aproin{ment ofa Sani- 
tary Com missioner, I agree with J r. Atkinson 
aud Mr. Badeley that should such an officer be 
deemed recessary, the incumbent shonld bea 
civil engineer for reascns stated in -their 
majority report. I agree also that the Medical 
Officer of "Health, as chief executive officer of 
the Baard, should not have a sest on the Board, 
as in the whole Public Health Acts of England 
the duties of the Medical Officer of Health | 
are, I find, {o carry ont the orders of the local 
authority or board. It is absurd, therefore, 


at the meetings of the Sanitary Board and 
{ake orders from it at the same time. {The 
same remarks may be applied to the Sanitary 
Commissioner, if one is to be appointed. — 


As regards the abolition of existing cubicles,. 
it will be found io be impracticable unless a 
scheme can be devised to remodel the existing 
tenemet honses, go as to bring it within the 
means of the poor to psy the rent and not to 
inflict heavy losses on the owners cr infringe 
the rights of Crown lessees. 

I strongly recommend that where a compul- — 
sory sacrifice of iaud and space is made to meet 
the rquirements of the new Bill, fair and - 
reascrable compersation should. be given in | 
every case. Section-155 of the Public Health | 
Act, 1875 . reds as follows:—"Tho urban ~~ 
authority shall pay or tender compensation to ” 
the owneror other person immediately interested 


“ 
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in such -hcuse or building for any Joss or 
damage he may sustain in consequence of his 
hous: or building being set back or forward, 
the amouvt of such compensaticn, in case of 
dispute, to be settled by arbitration in- manpver 
provided by this Act”; and Section 308 
provides for full compensation to be paid ta any 
person who snstains any damage by reason of 
‘the exercise of the powers of the Act, in relation 
to any matter as to which he is not himself in 
default, and so on. 

I also submit that all ¢amages sustained by 
any person-on account of the destruction of 
household furniture, weaiing apparels, and so 
on, conzequent upon measures taken to c mbat 
plague and other infectious dieases, should be 
made govd and compensated. 

Section 121 of the Public Health Act above 
menticned provides for this, and Section 6 of . 
the Infectious Disesse (Prevention) Act, 189°, 
says:—“The bedding, clothing, and articles 
tha | be dsintected/by the authority, and sball 
be brought back afd delivered to.the owner free 
of charge, and if any of them suffer any 
unnecessary damage the authority shall com- 
pensate the owner for the same, and the amount 
of compensation shall be recoverable in, and 
in case of dispute shall be settled by, a court of 


‘summary jurisdiction.” 


These measures, if introduced, will mitigate 
the ecnesalnent of plague and other infections 
cases and the dumping of dead bodies.

The following minute by Mr. E. Osborne 
was attached :— 

It seems strange that when the two sanitary 
experts, one of them a medical man whose 
life's study is sanitation and the other a civil 
engineer, ugree in recommending that the Sani- 
tary Commissioner should be a medical man 
skilled in sanitation, the Committee should 
proceed to argue that. he should be an engineer. 
I think we shonld do well to follow the 
recommendations of the experts. 

The conjoint report referred to the Com- 
mittee defines the duties of the Sanitary Com- 
mission as being those of “dealing with all 
nuisances and sanitary defects of whatever 
nature,” while in the memorandum quoted by 
the committee it is further slated he should 
deal with official documents bearing upon the 
administrative work of thé Department. All 
this can best be done, as the experts have clearly 
stated, by a medical man skilled in sanitary 
administration. ; 

It would be most. undesirable that 
the cuties of the Sanitary Commissioner 
shoud in any sense overlap those = of 
the head of the Public Works Depart- 
ment, and I have no doubt the Government 
will arrange that such of the duties enumerated 
in par. 7 of the commiltee’s report as belong to 
that officer are kept distinct from tha Sanitary 
Department, and thera is in my opinion innch 
greater likelihood of harmonious intercourse 
between the two Depirtments if the head of oue 
is a medical man and th» head of the other on 
engineer, than if both are memburs of the same 
profession. : 

Thera are matters referred to in this pata- 
graph which solely concern th: medical man, 
such as ‘ihe preserv. tion of the purity of the 
water supply” (apart frem constiuctio al work), 
“the sauitary mai tenauce of the severage,” 
which Mr. Chadwick recommended should be 
handed over to the Board, “the construction of 
healthy houses,” * the reservation of open spaces.” 
“the provision of public and private Jatr nes,” 
“the abolition cf cubicles without windows,” 
“questions of insanitary property,’ and so on. 
Professor Simpson hag not recommended that the 
Sanitary Commissioner should either design or 
cocstruct healthy houses or latrines, ete., but 
that his advice shculd be availeble to the 
Government and to the Board in regard to 
these and kindrid matters, which the home Acts 
recognise as coming within the province of the 
medical expert. With re,ard to the question 
of plans, it will be within the Board's 

knowledge that all plans for new works

{FROM OUR 


Montreal, 12th June. 

My I:st letter to you was dated fth inst fom 
Vanconvee. 

That evening Major-General Parsons 
inspected the 66 Regiment, Duke cf C n- 
navght's Rifles (Militia). They number about 
200 in Vancouver. We were asked to join in, 
so at 7.30 p.m. we marched to the Drill Hall, 
which is a very fine building. The gallries 
were filled with people who came to sez the 
show, We were inspected with the Rifles. We 

- .. then retired to the sides while the Rifles weut 
through their movements. After this w-s over 
the Indians and Chinese wen* through various 

' -drills. The people were vary much struck at 
the smart way they went about their work, 
There was a sort of an “at home”: fler cvery- 
{hing was over. We then marched back. We 
had entrained al 4 p.m. evrything being 
rhifted over from the ship 'o the train. 

At 1I a.m. the next day the whole of tha Con- 
tingent was taken on electric tram-riaes round 
the town. The Mayor of the town acc ‘mpanied 
the Voiunte rs. We stopped at the Boating 
and Bathing Club where driaks were supplied 
to everyone, We left Vancouver at | p.m. on 

the 5th. There was a large crowd to see us 
off and lots of checring. The Volunteer flag 
and Union ‘Jack were fixed up on flagstaffs at 
tbe end-of the train, while small flags given 
to us were placed on all the carriages. 
The people in Vancouver were very good to us 
and we enjoyed ourselves greatly. ‘ 
‘We arrived here at 1 am. yesterday. We 
have had a very pleasant trip across. Every- 
thing was.done to make us comfortable. The 
train was stopped every day either for drill or 
exercise, once in the morning and once in the 
afternoon, either for an hour or half an hour, 
generally the former. In addition to these 
special stoppages, there were. short stops for 
water or for other reasons, when the men were 
allowed to stretch their legs. 

Fortunately: we had fine weather. Rein 
preceded us, Heavy rains caused several 
“ wash-outs "as they are called. That is, the 
flood undermines the track so that the rails and 

sleepérs drop when*he heavy weight is placed 
on them. “There was an accident through this 
a couple of days ahead of us where three men 


a 
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were killed Un a freight train. We pissed the | 
place and saw thé wreck of the engine and 

tritck. One poor fellow was still beneath the 

boiler as they had not the means of moving the 

heavy weight. We were delayed several hours 

at Calgary owing to a ‘“ wash-ont” ahead. 

‘They fixed it up and when we passed there were 

five trains blocked on the other: side. -The 

scenery was magnificient, passing through the 

Rockies. Snow-capped mountains within al 
few hundred feet from the track. While at 

drill we bad a tlight hail shower which was 

something novel to most of our Volunteers. 

We hud a five-hours’ stay at Winnipeg, where 

the people were very hospitable. 

An inspector accompanied us on the train. | 
He looked after us well. Sort of a hoss man to | 
see that we got all we wanted. Crowds always 
turned out to see us. 

Heré we have free tram-rides wherever we 
wish to go. Two theatres were thrown open 
free to us last night. The people are 
extremely kind. The men are on the train 
still but they have quartered the officers in 
Place Viger Hotel. which overlooks the station. 

On the train the Indians came next to the 
engine, then Chinese, then Voluntcers, then 
kitcben, then Volunteers’ officers bringing up 
the rear. The men are very comfortable and 
are fed well. The Customs Officials were good 
to us. ‘Instructions were given go that all our 
gear, including spirits, cigars, etc., were passed 
straight tnrougb from ship to train. No 
bother at all.. All the C.P.R. officials are'most 
obl ging. -It isa treat to have auything to do 
with them. 


Friday, 13th June. 

i Yesterday, 2.30 pm., {he band of the Royal 
| Scots came to the station to fetch us tc the 
Parade Ground. We were inspected by Col.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


RUSSIA’S CHANGING 
POLICY. 
rs 
[FROM A : PECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


Port Artbur, 5th June. 


As no cne supposes that the lease of this part 
of the L‘t:-tang Peninsula for twenty-five years 
carried with it the slightest intention by Kussia 
of terminating occnyancy at the end of that 
term, it is 1:of news {o announce that work here 
performed could net have been more thorough 
if Russia had tLe land in fee, instead of by lease- 
hold. A visit here disposes of certain precon- 
ceived notions that seemed well-rooted. If this 
place Were {o ke regerved as a military and naval 
station, Lreparations for anew city, now well 
advanced, would le difficult tocxplain. ‘bhe 
site of tLe present town will become a fortress, 
but the civilian tcwn will te reached:s hardily 
as one may, inany city, cress the boundary that 
separ.tes tdjacent wards, and observation at 
this{ime can hmdly fail {o approve a means of 
escape from a town altogether so uuattructive as 
the old settlement, where the sun glares, the 
dust blirds—except when rain chokes the high- 
ways with deep mud—and where Jocomotion at 
all seesons is so tor{nous, cdorous, uneven us to 


madden everyone Jess callous than the royster-; 


ing Russians and the nerveless Chinese. 

The new town was laid ont¢n mederu lincs. 
It covers two miles square and has straight, 
wide roads, passable exits towaid the outlying 
ares, harbcur conv: niences suifable for a busy 
port, and honse room for twice the population 
that conld be packed ‘into the present Port 
Arthur. There will Le wate: works und electric 
lighting. Auction sales in {wo secticns have 
The cost cf hying cut the 
cify and supplying it with public works will 
be defraycd from such sales. The desigu for 
the new city looks to develop along lies of 
peace; and hope expects from the civilian town 
more benefits t- Russia than from the quarter 
from which civil life is excluded, within the 
coming year. Dalny,the city which is to spring 
into the commercial arena, may Jl-ardly be 
characterised as a stalking herse, but calculations 
would be wide of the mark which assumed that 
Port Arthur was to neglect everything except 
fortifications. Whatever the future may 
hold for Dalny, Vladivostock, or for some 
seay ort near the tip cf Corea, this harbour must 
for some years be the most convenient under 
Russisn control for railroad business, for wlhtich 
quick trapsit fo the China or Japan coast may 
be required, It "s the natural railrcad terminus 
for passengeis or freight destined for either of 
those countries, for while its position. may not 
be superior to that of Dalny, that condition 
must still be referred to a time ahead, to arrive 
affer the expenditure of from 15,GUG,060 to 
20€0,0C0 rcubles, 

Meanwhile the railway will run directly here, 
as it is doing, and Dalny will be cff on a branch 
line. Vladivostock will doubtless attract a 
tiade of its own, for devolopmint in that region 
seeme inevitable, Lut such development is also 
ahead, and the connection of railway links in 
northern Muancburia has relegatcd Viadivosteck 
to an infcrior place just now as a railway 
terminus, With the Russian beg open ut 
both paces, it probably cocs not much 
matter which of the two ports” shall 
gather in the greater amount of business, 
Lut it may not be too much to say that 
if the element of nationality did uot enter 
into yailroad control, and if this port were in 
other than Russian hands, a start might now 
be made which would give any otker port 
hereabcuts a long stern chase before it eculd 
overhaul Pert Arthur. Purpose to mislead 
need not ke credited to the announce ment that 
no goods will enter here except military sup- 
plies, for that intention may be entirely com- 
patible with a miscellaneous commercia! use for 
this port, while other ports are fitting them- 
selves ({o attract business, Assuming that 
Russia is alive to irade and investment 
enterprise, it is not to Le supposed that Rursian 
capital will idly await the ccmpletion cf 
railway or municipal conveniences at a time 
when outside energies.are heading this way. 

Russian advantages in .trausportation. in 
seaporte, and in prestige among the natives,

Port Arthur has relied on Japan for coal, and 
on the United States for railway iron and sup- 
plies, flour and various provisions.

could not be brought overland and tbe meagre 
agricultniul and mineral returns from the in- — 


terior forced the port to a chvuice between hauls 
from Japan and the Pacific coast of America, 
and those from Odessa, Reilway construction 
has made accessible ayrioultural districts and 
ccal apd iron-Helds, in- Manchuria and the ont- 
lying region. 

There is cne poiit on the railway, not far 
from Mnukden, where native . miers have 
brought coal in carts, a distance. of fifty miles, 
and sold it at two dollars Mexican, or less than 
four shillings, per ton. It has lacked uni- 
formity of quality, for the miners rarely sorted 
it, but scme of the best is said to rank with 
Cardiff coal. and all of it is marketable. Timber 
four feet in diameter has been brought out of 
the seme district. Various prospectors have 
lately gone into the dis(rict, and reports from 
them, while intinded for general information, 
Lear out native tales of great mineral wealth 
there. The richoess of the coal-mines worked 
hy the China Engineering and Mining Co, 
across the Pechilhi Gulf, investa with plansi- 
bility all surmises that lends in Manchuria and 
elsewhere, which the railway approaches, will 
1espond abundently to exploration, Iron cre 
may Low be brought almost any distance over- 
land, at rates to compete with cost of freights 
over the Pacific, if Russia should decide that 
home products must be used be shut out 
rivalry. : 


A ;roblem of some magnitude presents itself 
in this connection, for this port has been customs 
free and plans have always contemplated a free 
port at Dalny. That arrangement seems likely 
to incuce trade away from China ports. where 
the five per cent. tariff iules. Apparently, it 
was thought, in the first instance, that ro 
barrier would be raised against tLe transit Ly 
rail of such fiee gocds into China. Thera is 
no sign yet of a barrier, but the device has 
worked scarcely at all against China, while it 
has enabled buyers for the territory back of 
Viedivcstock, a bigh tariff port, to get goods 
in by Port Artlur much more cheaply than 
cculd Viedivostcek merchants who bronght in 
gcods in the regular way, paying the Russian 
duty at Viadivostcck, snd finding sales impce- 
sible, except at a loss, because of the alertniss 


of ther ecmpetifors in using this place as a - 


free port of entry. Since the government must 
wish to prevent ¢mba:rassment to Russin 
merchants from this cause, the free port plun 
may rot werk. It is, of course, desirable to 
favour the importation of Russian goals of all 
kinds. If euch gcods te Lronght ‘Ly sea, 
charges must be so much greater than the trans- 
Pacific rates—and the rates across from Japan— 
{bat the gcods could not compete in price with 
gcods similar in quality from the United States 
and Japan. Should shipments come by rail, the 
cost of long haul, and the confusion incident 
{o separation of consignments, to that Siberia 
might escape taxation, to be imposed south 
of the eccepted Russian toundary, would add 
to cost already as high as in China for many 
products, und higher than for others, and 
practically close China markets to imports ard. 
defeat the main purpose in opening the Liac- 
tung harbours.

It has been suggested that a customs tax be . 


impcsed Lere and at Dalny, with preferential 
rates for Russian gocds; but such a measure 
would contract the market rather then expand 
it, aud throw tuders on trade in general thay 
cculd not Le Lorne with any prospect of con-' 
tinued development. A mis-step might provoke: 
serious detrimental results and yet risk must 
attend apy measure of adjustment.

' supremacy is to be decided by peaceful meang, 
and yet with no less care and effort than they 
have, given heretofore to activities employed 
for jarmed aggression and defence, they 
appreciate how valuable a sturdy yecmancy ma 
be in the furtherance of their purposes. Wit 
Rw sians scattered in all directions, interests of 
that land will have the best possible upholders. 

Thus while it will not be expedient to cppose 
Lereabouts, by -measures seriously offensive, 
incursions by others in trade, investment or 
exploration, and while excepticn cannot be 
taken in any quarter to the ure of agencies 
everywhere recognised as leg’ timate, Russian 
interests may become so important, ghonld 
resulta-turn ont as planned, as not only to begin 
cutries on the credit side of the national books, 
against military debits, but also to jcstify here 
and along the frontier further expenditures to 
hold securely all that may be gainid, and lay 
foundations for the future. Newchwang is cff 
the main lineof railwry: It is rot a port to be 
respised commercially, but in the scramble for 
foreign trade here, Russia stands im po wcerse 
place than any foreign bidder, and therefore may 
capture quite as much trade as any cf the other 
applicants get.

Lopecks; or fixe cents gold, to Manchurian 
points, 15 kopccks to points in Russia, 59 
kopecks to Loidon, and 98 kopecks to New 
York ; ocean cable rates having been from: here 
$2.80 (Mexican) per word to London, and $3.30 
to New York.

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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 

‘Too much praise cannot be accorded to the 
Principal and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Ebe 
Hurray, for their untiring efforts during the 
last few days. Everything that was possible 
wes done, and regardless of rest they worked 
with the others almost. unceasingly. ‘Trained 
nurses and doctors, who brought with them 
sterilised ice for the boys, were obtained from 
the American men-of-war in harbour, and Dr. 
Guest, of the U.8.S. New Orleans, and his staff 
have watched all throngh the night to relieve 
the Mission doctor, Dr. King. As each boy 
died, or was taken sick, cables were se:t to 
the parents. Full detals were, also furnished 
by telegram to the OC. I. Mission. Shanghai 
Indeed, everything possible was done. Mr. 
Murray invited and listened to every sugges- 
tion. and farther requested enquiry. 

Last evening the British Consul and the 
Chefco jurymen visited the School. They 
identified the bodies remaining (many having 
been buried), and r quested a post-mortem 
examination where possible. Theinternal organs 
of one boy are forwarded to Shanghai for expert 
opinion. Other than furnishing data for 
Shanghai in a report fowarded there and the 
opinion that “death was frem misadventure,” 
nothing was declared. A word of credit is due 
to Dr. King of the Mission; Dr. Guest, of the 
New Orleans, an expert in microscopic examina- 
{ions, has confirmed Dr. King's opinions. 

A few parents desire the bodies cf their lads 
sent to them at varicus local places, but the 
p-rmission of the Consul is waited for before 
this cen be done; the other boys have been 
buried and there were sad scenes at the grave- 
side ; sisters in the neighbonring school having 
lost brothers, aud parents, who have arrived, 
viewing the last of, in many cases, their ovly 
sons. The diseaso is neither contagious nor 
ifections and there is no need to fear for the 
remaining boys in the School. 


A portion cf the stomach of the late Marry 
Gray Owen, ove of the victims of the Chefoo 
School poisoning fatality, arrived in Shanghai 
on Friday evening by the C.N.S. Tatwan. An 
analysis of the conten{s of the stomach was 
commenced at {he Muuicipal Latoratory on 
Saturday afternoon, under the supervision of 
Dr. Stanley, the Health Officer, and Dr. 
Macleod, and was attended by geveral local 
practitioners. 

A ielegram of date-13th July {o the above 
journal says:—The five boys who recently 
showed poisoning symtoms were, after a time, 
transferred to the Gereral Hosp.t:l. namely, 
Frank Parry, Edger Deranit, Archie Orr- 
Swing, Cyril Newcomb, and Wallace Squire. 
To-day all are pronounced quite out of danger, 
and three are’able to.leave their beds. Two 
other boys, Joha Reid and Harry Faers, have 
been suffering from ordinary summer diarrhes, 
and not from poisoning as at first thought. 
They are being carefully nursed and are better. 
An impressive memorial service was held at St. 
Andrew's Church this morning, at which all 
denominations were represented. A similar 
service takes place this evening at the School. 

Since the above was written a twelfth victim, 
Cyril Molloy, has succumbed, while tho result

It is to be hoped 
that by next season something will be done to 
remedy this noticeable defect.

The 
lists for subscribers both for China ponies and 
Walers are now closed, and the - orders 
for the requisite nunber have been placed, 
and I understand it is probable that the 
orders will te executed. ‘Then again it is a 
ompa atively easy mater to ascertain how

the e are in the Colony. And I should like to 
say a word ax to these aud as to the consideration 
which they should have in the programme. In 
my ojicion giiffins which have been subscribed 
for in former years and have been kept over or 
acquired and kept in the Colony at considerable 
expense to their owners should ba considered 
quite as much and quite as favourably as the 
subscription griffins of the current year. ‘These 
ex-griffins with judicions allowances {o ones

Under the existing Building Oidinance it is 
necessary before you -c:n start your wo k to 
submit plens to the Director of Pibic Works 
for bis approval as to whether they are in 
accordance with the provisions of {big Ordinance. 
Within recent years an order hes gene foith 
(though there is no law in tupport of same) 
that all plans are to be submitted to the 
Medical Officer of Health before they are ap- 
proved by the Director cf Public Works: 
Nothing is stated as to low long he shall 
tcke before giving his approval. Consequently 
instead of as formerly having your plan re- 
turned duly approved in a week or ten days, 
it is now often a@ month, two months or even 
more before this is done. It often happers 
that the plan may be returned to you several 
times with requ sts from the P. W. D. that 
you will kindly nofe some minute made by the 
M.O/H. One would nct object xo much if these 
minutes weie to the point; euch however is 
rarely the case. They sometimes show that the 
M. O. H. does no: understand a plan, they are 
invariably entirely fcreign to the purpese for 
which the plan was submitted, and very often 
they are langhably absurd. : 
The last plan I hed returned showed an 
alteration to a plan that had been previonsly 
approved. The P.W.D. reque. ted 1 would note
